ish for a good key for 
subsequent coats. This 


can be obtained by 
using an M2 _grade 
glasspaper. 


Second step: Spot prime 
bare timber areas with a 
top quality Pink primer. 
Allow overnight to dry 
and then sand smooth. 


Third step: Fill all nail 
holes, cracks, and any 
other surface imperfec- 
tions with a linseed oil 
putty. Allow to dry and 
sand smooth. 


Fourth step: Undercoat 
areas which have been 
primed and filled. Allow 


on. 


avernight to dry and 
then sand smooth. 


Fifth step: Finally 
apply two Q), coats of 
top quality exterior fin- 
ish. Allow. overnight to 
dry between coats. It is 
advisable to sand be- 
tween these coats.
